PILOTS DECRY UGLY AIRPLANE RULES 

Police were called to maintain order Thursday 
as angry pilots converged upon a public meeting 
to protest the latest airport rules. While the 
airport had previously issued rules pertaining 
to limits on noisy aircraft, these latest rules 
are designed to set limits on ugly aircraft. 
Announcing the rules, airport spokesman Peter 
Fluger explained that “many homeowners have 
complained that they are forced to look at 
some real eyesores, or ‘skysores,’ as we call 
them, flying over their houses in broad daylight, 
and the airport is committed to alleviating the 
problem. Certain makes and models of airplane 
are widely known to be especially hideous, and 
these will no longer be allowed to fly in or out of 
this airport during daylight hours.” Fluger listed 
numerous skysores, including such models as 
the Curtiss-Goupel Duck, the P5M Marlin, the 
Caproni Stripa, the F-117 Nighthawk, and the 
Beriev Bartini, all of which will now have to 
take off and land under cover of darkness. 
The pilots were outraged, and tried to begin a 
philosophical discussion about form, function 
and the nature of beauty. Fluger wasn’t buying 
it: “If you want to fly in the sun, you better have 


a pretty set of wings, plain and simple,” he said, 
whereupon the meeting broke up. 


OFFICIALS CALL FOR FLASHERS ON HIGHWAY 

The uptick in automobile congestion on County 
Road 39, congestion that in recent weeks has 
caused major eastbound delays during the 
morning rush hour, is spurring local officials to 
consider making major changes to how traffic 
is handled on the crucial South Fork artery. 
“We’re taking ideas from anyone who has 
them,” said one frustrated traffic expert. “We 
can’t be limited to an either/or approach, but 
have to be thinking of this as a both/and kind 
of situation.” To that end, a call has gone out 
for individuals who would be willing to stand 
by the side of the highway during rush hour 


‘and occasionally “flash” passing motorists. 


These flashers, according to officials, would 
be required to occasionally expose their groin 
areas, posteriors or, if female, their bosoms. 
“The highway department has received funding

Ditch Witch Etc. 


Food Trucks at the Beach and Changing Times in the Hamptons

| n the beginning, God created the stars and the 
sun and the beaches. Here in the Hamptons, 
people made picnic baskets of food and drink 
to bring to the beach and so enjoyed the waves 
and the sand with a soda and snack. 

Seeing this, God created the Good Humor 
truck to, on occasion, go down to the beach to 
sell popsicles, ice cream cones and sodas to 
the thirsty beachgoers. Upon hearing the ding- 


a-ling of the Good Humor man, kids would run 


to their parents, ask for a penny, say, “Please! 
Please!” and then quickly run up to the dune to 
get stuff. Sometimes the kids got there before 
the truck left. Sometimes not. God saw that it 
was good. But he thought to do better. 

Beginning around 1970, God created colorful 
beach trucks with little awnings above sliding 
glass windows that, parked in the lot at the back 
of a Hamptons beach, would sell hamburgers 
and hot dogs and potato chips in addition to the 
aforementioned popsicles and ice cream. The 
driver would stay maybe half a day, then move 
on to another beach to find new beachgoers 
who had not yet filled their bellies from Big 
Dave’s Delly, as a man named Dave might call 
his truck. People got to know the vendors. 
There’d be smiles all around. 


The trouble began around 1980 when vendors 
began to arrive in larger numbers, determined 
to park at the particular beach where the 
largest number of bathers were. Sometimes 
two such vendors selling the exact same thing 
would park facing one another at opposite ends 
of the little parking lots, taking up twice as 
many parking spaces than just one would. 

A few years later, when two such beach truck 
owners bad-mouthed to the patrons about the 
quality of their rival’s food, the cleanliness of 
their rival’s truck and the reliability of the other 
truck’s driver, God took notice. 

In East Hampton, because of such a situation 
at Amagansett’s Indian Wells Beach around 
1985, the town was forced to institute a 
peddler’s permit system. The permits cost 
$125 per season and $25 per day. If you did not 
behave yourself, the permits could be revoked. 
So people behaved better. And this continued 
along well for quite some time. - 

However, after the turn of the 21st century, 
even more people began coming to the 
more popular beaches. And when one beach 
vendor insisted on leaving his truck in its spot 
overnight at the beach, telling the authorities it 
was in need of repair and the truck part had to 
come from Kalamazoo so it might be there the 
whole summer, God had _ (Cont'd on next page)

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the Town create the “Mobile Food Concession 
Permit for Select Town Beaches.” The permit 
went to the highest bidder. 

The application was pretty simple. It was a few 
pages long. Chosen were beach trucks operated 
by people who were friendlier than others, who 
lived close by, who had good credit, who were 
now serving healthy sandwiches, who painted 
up their trucks prettier, who seemed more 
interested in the environment and who gave 
their trucks really cutesy names. There were 
applications from the Gin Beach Wagon, the 
Paddy Wagon, the Dune Doggie and so forth. 
But in 2011, the townspeople where horrified 
to discover that the beach wagon Ditch Witch, 
owned by Lily Adams and parked (with permit) 
at the Ditch Plains surfing beach for many 
years, had been beaten out by a newcomer 
called Turf Lobster Rolls. 

People went nuts. Protests were organized, 
websites were created, letters to the editor 
were written. : 

“I have just found out about this situation in 
Montauk,” wrote Sam Pa’e of Hawaii. “It’s a sad 
moment for me and my heart goes out to Lily 
and the beach-going community of Ditch Plains. 
As a first time newcomer from Hawaii, Ditch 
Witch welcomed me in, watched my personal 
belongings and kept them safe. Lily made me 
feel at home and part of the Ditch Witch Ohana, 
which in Hawaii we call ‘family.’ My heart will be 
forever grateful for what Lily has done for me 
and sharing her ‘Aloha.’” 

Laura Michaels wrote, “Ditch will not be the 
same without the Ditch Witch.” 


John Behan, a former state legislator, wrote, 
“the Town Board is for the dogs. The Witch will 
live forever!!!” 

In the end, the town supervisor at the time, 
Bill Wilkinson, went to a town board meeting 
waving a sheaf of papers. “We will review these 
original proposals. For instance, the first thing 
that jumps off the page at us is this Turf Lobster 
Rolls vendor that wins at Ditch Plains. They 
have a very limited menu. It starts at $17 for a 
lobster roll.” And so he pulled the plug on the 
new ordinance two weeks before Memorial Day, 
and the Ditch Witch stayed. 

The new law they created after that debacle 
includes the’same rules that you follow if you 
want to bid a job to construct a new bridge. The 
forms are 18 pages long. You sign them before 
a notary public. You make a bid, high enough 
you hope to get one of these treasured “select” 
beach spots, and you have to agree that though 
your bid might be the highest, it might not be 
the one selected because the town might select 
another who they felt could do a better job. 

The town not only wants to see your menu, 
they want you to stick to your menu (no 
selling high-priced designer clothes on the 
side—yes, that was a problem). They want to 
know if you have enclosed a certified check 
with your bid (25% of the total), if you have 
insurance, if you agree to indemnify the town, 
if you agree to provide food that is approved 
by the Suffolk County Health Department, if you 
swear you are not colluding, consulting with 
or communicating with any other bidder, that 
your vehicle does not exceed 22 feet, and that 


you’ve been approved as an “Iranian Energy 
Sector Divestment” participant. The Iranian 
Divestment is pursuant to section 103-g of the 
NYS general Municipal Law. There are about 
114 other things you have to agree to, but you 
get the idea. 

This year, first bids were due to the town 
on April 2. All bids were rejected on April 16, 
and the town announced that everyone should 
rebid to a new deadline, which was April 23. 

I spoke to Jeanne Carroza, the director of the 
East Hampton Town Purchasing Department, 
and she told me that too many forms were not 
filled out properly, there were names wrong, 
no beach parking lot selected, no certified 


check enclosed and so forth, and they had 
contacted these bidders to allow them the 


chance to rectify what was wrong—although it 
was doubtful that one man whose beach truck 
was a foot-and-a-half longer than 22 feet would 
be able to easily address that. 

I asked Jeanne if there were any interesting 
items on any of the menus of any of the 
applicants, and she listed fish tacos, cantaloupe 
with a scoop of tuna in it and turkey wraps. 

I learned that not all of the “select” locations 
were up for grabs this year because the 
contracts won are for two and three years, and 
so this is sort of a rolling thunder project. This 
year awards are up for two at Indian Wells, two 
at Ditch Plains, one at Gin Beach and one at Big 
Albert’s Landing. As for Lily’s spot, it too was 
up for bid this year. The decisions will be made 
at the next board meeting.

Montauk Sandbags, Jason Lee, the KKK, James Malone and URT

KKK 

Douglas Munker, the Hampton Bays resident 
who had admitted to putting up posters on an 
ATM machine in that town inviting people to 
join the Ku Klux Klan last month, had his day in 
court this past week. 

The charge against Munker was not for 
asking people to join the Ku Klux Klan, but 
for distributing a handbill in violation of town 
code. You plead guilty or innocent. You pay a 
fine or are required to return at a later date and 
tell the judge your side of the story. He either 
dismisses it or you have to pay. 

Mr. Munker rejected a plea deal for littering 
(a lesser charge than for distributing handbills 
illegally), which would have landed him a $150 
fine. He declared the charge against him was a 
violation of his right to freedom of speech and 
he demanded a jury trial at his next appearance 
so he could discuss his being acquitted. 

It’s not possible to just order up a jury trial 
like you’d order a pizza, especially if it is for 
something you have not been charged with. 

Nobody disputes his right to _ free 
speech. Advertising the KKK, as _ awful 
as it might be, is not an exception like, 


say, shouting “fire!” in a crowded 
theater is. 

The only way to get a jury trial that I know 
is to commit something more serious, several 


steps up from no permit for leaflet distribution. 


JASON LEE 

Speaking of non-jury trial, swift justice has 
been rendered in the case of Jason Lee, a 
former Managing Director at Goldman Sachs 
who got accused of raping a 20-year-old 
Irish girl in a rented East Hampton. mansion 
a year and a half ago. Closing arguments 
were on Tuesday. Eighteen hours later, 
Judge Barbara Kahn ruled that Lee was 
not guilty. 

The matter involved a sexual encounter in 
the bathroom of Lee’s house. Lee had said 
it was consensual. The young woman said 
she resisted and there was a struggle in the 
bathroom during which she tried to fight him 
off. In the end, Judge Kahn seemingly gave great 
weight to the fact that the woman’s brother, 
who was present at the house that night, had 
refused to testify for his sister, and, as he was 
back in Ireland, was beyond the reach of any 
American court to force him by subpoena 
to do so. “Through no fault of the people’s,” 


the judge said, “the court was deprived” of 


this testimony. 


FAA AND EAST HAMPTON 

East Hampton Town, which owns East 
Hampton Airport, passed laws restricting loud 
aircraft landing there. It also has set new, 
shorter hours for when the airport will be 
closed. Lawyers representing flying interests 
that would be affected last week filed a suit 
demanding that a judge issue a temporary 
restraining order to stop these new laws going 
into effect. The new laws go into effect on 
Memorial Day weekend. We shall see what we 
shall see. 


UNITED RIVERHEAD TERMINAL 

In last week’s issue, we wrote about the 
United Riverhead Terminal (URT), a petroleum 
storage facility that planned to swap out 
about 3% of the petroleum stored there with 
gasoline to be used in cars and trucks. They 
had applied to the town for a permit to do 
this, and were vociferously opposed by the 
Northville Beach Civic Association, who see 
this as a big step up and a threat to the peace 
and quiet of the community.

the pump, because today the closest place 
for local gas stations to get gasoline is at 
a facility in Holtsville and by law they can 
charge more the further away they have to 
deliver it.

Also, having such 
a storage facility in Riverhead would mean 
that if a big storm were to cut off access to 
Holtsville, we’d still have gas.

JAMES MALONE 

A judge in Brooklyn has declared James Malone, 
a former Southampton councilman, liable for 
claims made against him by a contractor that 
include false imprisonment and assault at the 
Suffolk County Center on a December day in 2011. 

Malone was the Deputy Suffolk County Clerk 
at the time. Anthony Prosano, the contractor, 
said that he was owed money by Malone for 
renovation work he’d done at Malone’s house 
in Hampton Bays and was at the Suffolk County 
Clerk’s Office in Riverside to file a lien against 
Malone’s house for nearly $8,000 when he 
came across Malone, who had an office there. 
According to the case, when he entered Malone’s 
office, Malone locked the door, stood in front of 
it and said he was under arrest because he had 
broken a window to get into Malone’s house to 
retrieve his tools. Prosano quietly recorded what 
transpired next on his cell phone. 

“You are f—ing playing in a pool you don’t 
belong in,” Malone told him, according to the 
transcript in the lawsuit. He then said he was 
holding him because he’d broken the window 
and entered his house. “You’re arrested,” Malone 
said. 

“You can’t hold me here.” 

“‘'m the deputy county 
holding you.” 

Eventually, Malone let Prosano go. 

-Prosano was seeking money owed for the 
work and could get more than a million in 
damages for the false imprisonment, and an 
unspecified amount for the assault. The 
judge dismissed an $11 million lawsuit for 
defamation and slander Malone had _ filed 
in response. 

Malone reportedly hopes to run _ for 
district court judge in November and has 
started the process by filing papers seeking 
an interview with the Suffolk County Bar 
Association, which reviews the qualifications 
of applicants.

ans of Dr. Seuss will remember fondly 
Hooray for Diffendoofer Day, about a unique 
school that celebrates individuality. The spirit 
of Diffendoofer School is alive and well in 
Wainscott, at the Child Development Center of 
the Hamptons (CDCH). A tuition-free charter 
school, CDCH has been meeting the needs of 
both special needs and neurotypical kids in a 
unique, inclusionary environment since 2001. 
“It’s more like a private school setting with 
public school objectives,” says Susan Vinski, 
special education consultant at CDCH. Charter 
schools are part of the free public school 
system, and adhere to all New York State 


Standards of Education, but with a greater 
ability to adapt to each child’s needs. At CDCH, 
special education, general education and gifted 
children all learn together in a cooperative 
environment. Fourth grade co-teacher Chris 
Martin adds “We are very proud of having 
established a reputation as_ nurturing, 
and we focus on academic rigor without 
sacrificing that characteristic.” 

The school got its start in 1997, when a local 
mom, Dawn Zimmerman, wanted to find an 
educational program for her autistic son, Jon— 
one that could meet his social and academic 
needs. By the time Zimmerman waded through 
the red tape to get CDCH off the ground, 
Jon had aged out of elementary school, but

Zimmerman didn’t abandon her project. “She 
said that she got into it because of her son, but 
she continued on because she felt so strongly 
about it,” fourth grade co-teacher Pamela Furey 
comments. Furey and her colleagues share 
Zimmerman’s passion for the school, as do the 
parents and students the school has served. 
Class sizes vary, but with a 9 to 1 student- 
teacher ratio, each child receives enough 
individual attention to flourish, and the 
inclusionary atmosphere has yielded some 


' gratifying results. “There is little to no bullying,” 


Vinski reports. “They respect each other. They 
are often told to work out their own problems.” 
Vinski talks about three children who recently 
moved from a self-contained classroom to 
working with their neurotypical peers. “These 
three kids have blossomed, socially and 
academically and the other students are learning 
from them. It’s just happening naturally.” 

All three teachers also point out how the 
school benefits general education and gifted 
children, who may need a different social 
atmosphere from what district schools can 
provide. CDCH is able to observe and monitor 
a child’s development and constantly adapt to 
changing educational and social needs. 

Currently, enrollment at the charter school 
stands at 64 students, but Vinski and her 
colleagues are hoping to increase that number 
by at least. 20 students, which is necessary 
to sustain the school financially and ensure 
its continued survival. While there are some 
students commuting 90 minutes each way to 
attend CDCH, many area parents don’t know 
that CDCH is an available, free, alternative 
to district schools. To help spread the word, 
Furey created a gofundme.com page _ last 
month, in hopes of raising $500,000, filled 
with testimonials from families and students, 
ranging the gamut from autistic children to the 
painfully shy. 

Vinski invites parents to visit the school and 
see exactly what CDCH can offer their child. 
“We have open enrollment. Parents can contact 
us, visit the classrooms and observe.” Martin 
adds, “They will get to see the model and 
the magic.” 

“Parents do have a choice,” Vinski remarks. 
CDCH is the alternative that can literally change 
a child’s life. 

“There is a humility that comes from seeing 
the effect you can have on a child’s life,” Martin 
sums up. 

Vinski agrees, “It is really something to 
be seen.” ga

You took up drawing and painting at 
Southampton College, following your initial 
degree from Clarkson University in Mechanical 
Engineering and 22 years in the tennis 
business, managing East Hampton Indoor 
Tennis.

Not really, except that when I first took drawing 
and printmaking classes at Southampton, I had 
a “nice taste” of another kind of life, and, with 
the support of my wife, was able to pursue it.

You note that East Hampton is very important 
to you. In what way?

They see privileged kids who 
have everything, and that’s kind of hard. 


You also work at times symbolically, as 
in “Judge and Jury,” an oil canvas of sky 
and clouds, urban skyline against a huge 
background wave and a tiger slinking 
across the foreground.

Not much, but I can say that the Wall Street 
work was inspired by Caravaggio’s lights and 
darks that I fell in love with on a couple of trips 
to Italy.

As if distracted text-drivers weren’t bad 
enough, now we have to watch for text-walkers.

E ven the most affluent buyers and sellers want to save money on their real 
estate transactions beyond negotiating the sales price. Many find themselves 
shopping mortgage brokers for best rates, trying to negotiate commissions out 
of real estate brokers, or finding the attorney who charges the least. There are 
many other ways that real savings in real estate transactions are realized beyond 
squeezing your service providers and commoditizing their services. Instead, 
buyers and sellers should realize true savings by utilizing these five tips in real 
estate transactions. 


Closing Adjustments 

Sellers should get repaid at closing for all of their prepaid service contracts and 
supplies that they transfer to the purchasers. To do this, sellers must identify 
each contract that they have prepaid for the carrying costs of their home. Next, 
sellers should create a per diem cost allocation for each particular contract and 
multiply that cost by the days remaining on the contract on the closing date. 
Shouldn't purchasers be responsible to pay for the allocation of these contracts 
that is attributable to the purchaser's post-closing benefit? The contracts that 
sellers should locate for adjustment purposes include: (a) fuel contracts Such as 
propane and oil; (b) water contracts; (c) real estate town and village taxes; (d) 
condominium / cooperative common / maintenance charges; (e) poco! service 
contracts; (f) tick and mosquito control contracts; (g) gardening contracts; and 
(h) pest control contracts, among others. While gathering contracts in order to 
allocate per diem costs is enough for certain adjustments, many also require the 
seller to order timely meter readings to determine the amount of the product, 
such as oil, that remains in the tank on the date of closing. When all is said 
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and done, a seller can recoup tens of thousands of dollars in prepayments if 
everything is documented and adjusted. 


IRC §121 

Capital gains tax is generally payable by a seller incident to the sale of a home. 
The top federal capital gains tax rate is 23.8%. However, homeowners who time 
their closing properly can avoid paying capital gains tax on the first $500,000 
of gain realized at the sale from their original purchase price. Pursuant to 
the Internal Revenue Code’s section 121, a married couple qualifies for this 
exemption if at least one of the two married spouses owned the home and 
they both used such home as their “principal residence for periods aggregating 
2 years or more” over the 5 years preceding the sale date. If a seller cannot 
document 2 years of use, they must delay the closing accordingly. Further, 
a seller can only use this exemption one time every two years. In addition to 
the 23.8% capital gains tax, nonresident New Yorkers, estates and trusts are 
liable for New York State estimated personal income tax and must withhold 
an additional 7.7% of the capital gain on the sale of their real estate that is 
located within the State pursuant to Tax Law section 668 (residents are taxed 
up to 7.7% on their state personal income tax returns as New York doesn't 
differentiate between capital gains and ordinary income). However, where 
property qualifies under the Internal Revenue Code’s section 121 it is also 
exempt from this additional 7.7% withholding. To illustrate this savings, assuming 
a married couple, which is subject to the highest possible tax rate, doesn’t utilize

Capital gains tax of up to 23.8% federally and another 7.7% in New York State 
is not subject to an exemption if the home was owned for other than a principal 
residence pursuant to section 121 of the Internal Revenue Code. However, 
section 1081 provides a means to defer the capital gains tax due for an indefinite 
period of time into the future and thereby compound one’s real estate purchasing 
power by including that unpaid tax into the available purchasing monies for the 

t 


estate used for “trade or business or for investment” into like-kind property under 
strict timing rules and have the sales proceeds held by a qualified intermediary 
in between the first sales transaction and the subsequent purchases. In the 
simplest sense, the seller must buy new property within a half of a year of the 
first closing date. Yet 1031 rules are quite cumbersome and have requirements 
for deadlines to identity property, the means of identifying a property, the number 
of properties that can be identified, the price of such property and much more. 
Those with vacation homes should also consider a 1031 exchange as the 
Internal Revenue Service offers a safe harbor to qualify such homes through 
rules embodied in Revenue Procedure 2008-16 regardless of the fact that such 
vacation homes were residences at some point in their history. A 1031 exchange 
enables a seller to generate income on future properties through compounding 
ars. Albert Einstein described this type of compounding effect with 


Step-Up-In-Basis 

If real estate is sold immediately after its owner's death, no capital gains tax is 
due by way of a concept called a step-up-in-basis. On the death of an owner 
of real estate, their beneficiaries are distributed such property at the date of 
death valuation for that real estate pursuant to the Internal Revenue Code’s 
section 1014. Consequently, if the beneficiary immediately sells the property no 
capital gain is realized and no capital gains tax is due because the real estate’s 
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purchase price and its sales price will be deemed the same for tax purposes. 
Therefore, elderly and sickly owners of real estate, who purchased such real 
estate at very low comparative values to its present value, are ill advised to sell 
such property unless they are in real need of immediate money. Sometimes it is 
even prudent for the intended on-death beneficiaries to gift monies to the owner 
when they are in need of cash flow in order to avoid the necessity of such a 
sale. To illustrate this savings, while IRC §121 saves a maximum of $157,500 
on a maximum gain of $500,000, there is no like maximum cap on a step-up- 
in-basis and every dollar of gain on top of the first $500,000 can receive a like 
savings. So, assuming the real estate was purchased originally at $50,000 and it 
is now worth $4,000,000, and further assuming the decedent was in the highest 
possible tax bracket right before death, the family will save $1,260,000 in taxes 
by selling post-death. 


Mortgage Interest and Real Estate Tax Deductions 

It's true that if you make less money you pay less income tax. Yet, making less 
money is poor tax planning because the result is still that you have less money in 
your pocket and, while you shorted the taxman, you also hurt yourself. Instead, 
proper planning is to make a lot of money while limiting the amount of money that 
is taxable. Deductions from taxable gross income create this legal fiction (i.e., 
you make more real money than your taxable dollars). One of the best means 
to create this legal fiction is through deductions from income for the mortgage 
interest that you pay. Applicable to both first and second homes, deductions 
are itemized on Form 1040, U.S. Individual Income Tax Return, Schedule A. 
According to the IRS, “[ujsually, you can deduct the entire part of your payment 
that is for mortgage interest”, except if your “total mortgage balance is more 
than $1 million” or your mortgage wasn’t taken “to buy, build, or improve your 
home.”

Jim Dreeben Eats His Way Across North Fork 


A | im Dreeben of Peconic Paddler has a hearty 
appetite and has been in business for over 50 
years in Riverhead. Who better to tell us about 
foodie finds on the North Fork? Here are some of his 
recommendations. 

He notes that the tastiness of lobster, shrimp and 
crab comes to him on good authority from friends, as 
he is allergic to them (the seafood, not the friends). 
And he assures us that he has tasted all of the other 
foods, wines and beer. 


“Eating on the North Fork is a double treat. The 
food is excellent in many restaurants, and the ride 
out east is beautiful, driving either on the south side 
(Peconic Bay Boulevard or New Suffolk Boulevard) 
or the north side (Sound Avenue, Routes 48 and 
25). You catch many glimpses of water—Long Island 
Sound and Peconic Bay. 

Briermere Farms on Sound Avenue in Riverhead 
makes pies, cakes and cookies to die for. My favorite 
is Blueberry Cream Pie. Specs: 5.5” high, about 10 
pounds. I slice it into four wedges and eat one a day, 
like vitamins. | have it for breakfast or as dessert 
after dinner and I never share it. Well, maybe one 
forkful.

Cliff's Elbow Room on Main Road in Jamesport 
makes the best steaks on Long Island.

Meet Miss Rheingold Contestant, Anne Newman 


BY JOAN BAUM 


qe nce upon a time a greater number of people 
voted (early and often) for Miss Rheingold 
than for president of the United States. The Miss 
Rheingold Contest, which ran for 25 years, was one 
of the most memorable annual events of its day—a 
mix of idealized beauty, democratic selection and a 
popular, workingman’s beverage. 

As distinct from the Miss America Contest, where 
selections at all levels have always been made 
by experts and professionals, Miss Rheingold was 
chosen by ordinary people, some of whom went 
door to door on their own during the six-week 
campaign to promote their favorites. To look back 
at the pageant is to evoke a distinct cultural era in 
America, a time after the war and before the culture 
wars that would forever change this country. 

The girl-next-door contestants, many of whom 
went on to careers in modeling, had their headshots 
displayed everywhere—in bars, restaurants, grocery 
stores and on posters and billboards, particularly in 
the cities and growing suburbs of Connecticut, New 
Jersey and New York. 

One of those. contestants was East End regular 
Anne Newman Bacal. She was a Miss Rheingold 
finalist in 1960, and relives that experience in a 
fascinating and joyously entertaining documentary 
she has just completed. Titled Beauty and the Beer: 
1940-1963, the film evokes with tender regard, sweet 
humor and subtle criticism a remarkable period in 


the history of the country. 

Newman became curious a few years 
ago about that part of her life. Her 
reawakened interest coincided with 
an exhibit, “Beer Here,” at the New 
York Historical Society, and she soon 
found herself sorting through her own 
memorabilia and seeking out fans for 
theirs. Novelist Wally Lamb (he still has a 
ballot box!), attributes the popularity of 
Miss Rheingold to the contest featuring 
real girls and to the girls’ demure sex 
appeal. No shots of skirts at or above 


the knees, and no red lipstick. Prim and Contestant Anne Newman 


proper were the order of the day—apron 
dresses, not to mention white gloves. 

Newman’s friends suggested making a documentary 
as opposed to putting on an exhibit, saying that a 
film would capture a wider audience and be around 
longer, and so Newman went to work, without a 
prepared script but with a strong sense of what 
she wanted to achieve: an understanding of the 
great attraction of the contest. A gracious and 
intelligent woman (you couldn’t be a Miss Rheingold 
finalist without being smart, numerous people have 
observed), Newman says she originally kept a low 
profile, but others urged her to use her presence 
as a way to shape the 74-minute documentary. And 
so she took on the role of interviewer-narrator, an 
inquiring, sympathetic reporter. She had a good 
time, especially when a couple of older guys in one

of the oldest bars in New York got wind 
of what she was doing and who she 
was, and with humor and admiration, 
put their two cents in. As a result of 
her openness to chance, Newman was 
able to get a variety of perspectives 
and responses. 

Of course, she focuses on the women 
£in her group, but she also reaches out to 
2 others—contestants and winners from 
= years other than her own; celebrities 
such as Joe Franklin; ad maven Jerry 
8 Della Femina, who said the contest was 

as much a part of lives then as Sister 
Kenny’s March of Dimes; and 97-year-old 
Howard Munce, the artist who worked on 
the Rheingold account and who delights in showing 
how the contest’s fame spawned cartoons and spoofs. 
As the film shows, nostalgia rules and Anne Newman 
has done a splendid job (along with producer Leslie 
Clark and editor Tom Spain) of bringing the past to 
life. Newman notes that the 1959 Miss Rheingold, 
Robbin Bain Gaudieri, lives in East Hampton and 
that the 1952 Miss Rheingold, Anne Hogan, has 
a home in Quogue. The film is being submitted 
for consideration as a feature documentary to the 
Hampton International Film Festival (HIFF).
